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PARADE THE CIRCLE CELEBRATION SET FOR JUNE 8 
Mask Festival to Kick-Off Parade Participant Workshops April 21 

(CLEVELAND, OH) The date for the 1 996 Parade the Circle Celebration has been set for 
Saturday, June 8, beginning with the parade around Wade Oval in University Circle at 12:00 
noon, followed by entertainment and activities presented by participating University Circle 
institutions. The theme for this year’s parade is “Colors in Motion.” Co-presented by University 
Circle Incorporated and the Cleveland Museum of Art (CMA), Parade the Circle Celebration is 
sponsored by Metropolitan Savings Bank with generous support from The George Gund 
Foundation, the Cleveland Coca-Cola Bottling Company, Inc. and the Ohio Arts Council. 

Founded in 1990, Parade the Circle Celebration is the only event of its kind in America. In the 
true spirit of carnival, the parade, its workshops and day-long participatory activities represent a 
unique collaborative community outreach effort, showcasing University Circle institutions. Last 
year some 1,500 individuals took part in the parade and approximately 25,000 attended the 
event. Individuals wishing to participate in the parade need to register by June 5; the fee is $2.

The public is invited to help create costumes, floats and other parade materials through a series of 
workshops at the CMA. The series begins on Sunday, April 21 with an afternoon of activities and 
performances entitled A Circle of Masks. From 2;00 to 5:00 p.m., professional artists will help 
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participants make paper masks and set these masks in motion. The workshop’s finale will be a 
4.30 p.m. performance on the CMA’s south steps accompanied by professional drummers. Two 
dance groups will be performing throughout the afternoon; The Yard, a dance ensemble from the 
Cleveland School of the Arts; and Ground Zero Movement Theatre. The public is invited to 
attend or participate in A Circle of Masks free of charge. 

Drop-in Parade Workshops are being offered at the CMA for people of all ages who wish to 
design and construct their own parade materials. The one-time fee of $15 per person or $35 per 
family includes parade entiy fee and materials for all the workshops. The workshops will be held; 
Saturdays, April 27 through June 1 from TOO to 4;00 p.m.; Sundays, April 28 through June 2 
from 2.00 to 5 p.m.; and on Wednesday evenings. May 1 through June 5 from 6;30 to 9;30 p.m. 
Children under 1 6 years of age must be accompanied by an adult. People can register during the 
first half-hour of any workshop session. 

As part of the drop-in workshops, the CMA will offer Stiltwalking Weekend on Saturday, May 
1 1, 1.00 to 4;00 p.m., and Sunday, May 12, 2;00 to 5;00 p.m. for participants who wish to 
stiltwalk in the parade. No additional fee is required. 

For an additional fee of $5 per person ($12 per family), people can take a special workshop on the 
design and construction of batik pennants with guest artist Ali Pretty. Ms. Pretty is a visiting 
textile artist from London. The workshop, entitled Flags on Opening Day, will be held on 
Saturday, April 27, TOO to 4;00 p.m. and Sunday, April 28, 2.00 to 5;00 p.m.
